The good ex ample of the faithfu l Christian 
may in the begin n in g ev oke on ly the gibes an d 
scorn of the v ery on e he wan ts to help. 
Bu t he 
n eed n ev er be discou raged; lov e is the most power­ 
fu l force in the world an d it alway s prev ails in the 
en d. There will assu redly come the momen t when 
the sin n er ov er whom he has pray ed an d sou ght 
to redeem will be tou ched to repen tan ce an d be 
ready gratefu lly to prostrate himself before the 
Great Healer. 
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Liir And Organizatio n 
In Religio n 
Bru ce Barton , well kn own ad­ 
v ertisin g man an d son of the late 
Dr. William E. Barton , an em­ 
in en t 
Con gregation al 
min ister, 
wrote a few y ears ago a book 
con cern in g Jesu s, u n der the title, 
“The Man Nobody Kn ows,” which 
had a v ery wide circu lation . 
It was a u n iqu e an d challen gin g 
book, an d Mr. Barton ’s liken in g 
Jesu s to a big bu sin ess ex ecu tiv e 
did n ot meet with mu ch approv al 
amon g rev iewers. Bu t, thou gh the 
con ception was ex treme, it made 
an importan t emphasis u pon an 
aspect of the Christian mov emen t, 
begin n in g with Jesu s Himself that 
has gen erally been ov erlooked. 
We thmk of Jesu s as a gen tle 
teacher, goin g abou t with His dis­ 
ciples, meetin g with in div idu als 
talkin g to small grou ps as in the 
'Sermon on the Mou n t, or pressed 
by the mu ltitu des, whom at times 
He sou ght to av oid. 
That con cep­ 
tion has fu ll warran t in the Gos­ 
pel n arrativ es, bu t these also re- 
jv eal how Jesu s was a carefu l or- 
igan izer, sen din g forth His discip­ 
les, two by two, choosin g other 
sev en ty besides the Twelv e, in ­ 
stru ctin g them as to what they 
shou ld say an d do, listen in g to 
their reports when they retu rn ed, 
an d in gen eral carry in g on a work 
of organ ization far bey on d an y ­ 
thin g of which we hav e common ­ 
ly con ceiv ed. 
Moreov er, He plan n ed for the 
carry in g on of the organ ization 
after His death an d resu rrection , 
as He gav e the disciples the com­ 
mission to go in to all the world 
an d preach the gospel. 
Organ ization 
is 
n ot 
of mu ch 
v alu e withou t life: in fact it may 
be ban efu l if it con tin u es when 


jlife has departed from it. 
Bu t 
life 
withou t 
organ ization 
lacks 
| con tin u an ce an d perman en cy . The 
¡Christian chu rch was bu ilt u pon 
organ ization , as w**li as u pon life* 
As Pau l ex pressed it, in Ephesian s 
4:11, Jesu s gav e “some, apostles, 
an d 
some, 
prophets; an d 
some 
ev an gelists; for the perfectin g of 
the sain ts, for the work of the 
min istry , for the edify in g of the 
body of Christ.” 
Acts 6 :1-5 tells of an imporatn t 
early act of organ ization , which 
has set a pattern for con tin u in g 
chu rches, in the appoin tmen t of 
¡sev en deacon s. 
Their office at 
first had to do with the min ister­ 
in g of relief, for the early Chris- 
¡tian s showed their appropriation 
of the Master’s teachin g in their 
care for the n eedy . 
The office of 
deacon s in most chu rches is n ow 
spiritu al, bu t they hav e charge of 
the commu n ion fu n d, which 
is 
u su ally design ated for relief. 
A strikin g parallel with the or­ 
gan ization 
an d growth 
of 
the 
early chu rch has been fou n d in 
¡modern times in the life an d work 
jof John Wesley , an d the fou n d­ 
in g of Methodism. 
John Wesley 
¡was the most prolific of preach- 
jers. 
He preached an y where an d 
ev ery where, Su n day s an d week­ 
day s. an d u pon ev ery occasion . 
Bu t he organ ized the con v erts he 
won . 
They were organ ized in to 
classes with leaders, meetin g reg­ 
u larly , 
for 
testimon y , 
an d 
for 
cou n sel. 
Of cou rse the lay preachers, 
whom 
Wesley 
organ ized, 
were 
also a part of his effectiv e organ ­ 
ization , bu t the case of Wesley 
an d the growth of Methodism em­ 
phasize the power of organ ization 
with life, as again st life alon e. 
The organ ized life of the chu rch 
is the power of its on goin g.

Winning The Pea ce Might 
Ta ke One Hundred Yea rs 


By Drew Pea rso n 


(ED. NOTE—This is the second of Drew 
Pearson ’s columns on how the U.S.A. can win 
the peace.) 
WASHINGTON.—Fred Osborn, former U. 
S. 
represen tative on the U.S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, recentljr predicted that it might take 
100 years of prodigious effort by the American 
people to work out a perman en t peace. 


In view of the fact that the world fought for 
a solid cen tury during the hundred years’ war 
and in the 17th century went through the spasm 
of the thirty years’ war, Osborn’s estimate may 
not be too pessimistic. 
But, being a perennial optimist, I have scaled 
the time down to 25-50 years. I agree with 
Osborn, however, that it will require the same 
kind of hard work our forefathers put in when 
they built this country to win the peace against 
a country which is determined the free world 
must disappear. 
As stated yesterday, my own ideas on winning 
the peace are only “gropings,” and I make no 
claim of originality or copyright. They are put 
forward after talking with a great many people, 
including Sumn er Welles and Sen. Brien Mc­ 
Mahon, who has done more solid thinking about 
the Russian problem than anyone along Pen n ­ 
sylvania avenue. 
At any rate here is my program: 


GOP Co a litio n 


1. Bring about greater unity among the Amer­ 
ican people. We cannot fight a prolonged war 
of nerves entailing great sacrifices, unless we 
have just as much national unity as during the 
recen t war. Greater unity can be achieved by: 


a. Bringing 
outstanding Republicans 
into 
positions of leadership inside the admin ­ 
istration. 
b. Keeping the American people better in ­ 
formed. Instead of abrupt handouts from 
the White House or hasty statements 
made at presidential press conferences, 
Mr. Trum an should go on the air every 
month with a fran k and personal, report 
to the American people. 
2. Goad, man euver and man ipulate Moscow 
into calling an international conference — on 
atomic energy or anything else—even if we 
kn ow in advance it will fail. We shouldn’t get 
up any false hopes, because Russia isn’t going 
to 
let 
any 
conferences 
succeed—unless 
she 
writes the ticket. And we should attend any 
conference, no m atter who calls it, because we 
cannot leave un turn ed any stone that might 
brin g peace. 


The Wo rld Fo rgets 


But it would be extremely healthy if we 
could force Russia into calling a conference. 
We should remind the world that we have called 
conference after conference. Time after time 
we have gone to Moscow, while Russia has 
taken almost no initiative for peace. But the 
world has forgotten this. We need to remind 
people of this fact—over and over again. We 
have been called warmongers so often that the 
world is beinning to believe it. And we have 
been either lazy or bumbling or both in show­ 
ing that just the opposite is true. 
3. Hold the n ext session of the United Nations 
assembly in Moscow. This is Sen.. Brien Mc­ 
M ahon’s idea, and an excellent one. Most of the 
Russian people have a distorted notion that the 
U.N. is not a free and democratic assemblage, 
that Soviet delegates get no breaks, that the 
cards are stacked in favor of imperialism. 


If the United Nations wen t to Moscow, espe­ 
cially for a debate on controlling atomic energy, 
the Russian people would get some conception 
of the U.N.’s truly democratic forum, where 
an y nation can speak its peace. 
4. If Moscow will not call an international 
conference, then we have the excuse of holding 
a whole series of conferences under the North 
Atlan tic pact. As Senator McMahon once again 
has pointed out, the North Atlantic pact pro­ 
vides not merely for military assistance, but an 
Atlantic council to handle political problems. 
We have neglected this. We have concentrated 
on the military phases of the pact, ignoring the 
Atlantic council which could mobilize the free 
world in order to create, as McMahon says, “a 
climate for peace.” 
Mo sco w’s Achilles* Heel 
5. But most importan t of all we must reach 
Moscow’s Achilles’ heel. This heel is friendship 
with the Russian people. 
Most of us forget that the real reason for the 
iron curtain is to protect the weakest point in 
the Russian arm or—her people. For what the 
Kremlin fears most is contact of the Russian 
people with the outside world. 
This is why the first American troops to 
reach the River Elbe after V-E day were not 
permitted to mingle with soldiers from the Red 
army. There was no fraternization. This is also 
why there were so man y Red army desertions 
in Vienna, and why Russian troops return in g 
to their villages are tran sferred away from their 
families—if they talk too glowingly about the 
outside world. 
All this indicates that friendship with the 
Russian people is the real way to win the peace. 


But despite this it is also the point we have 
most neglected. 


What we need to remember is that, if we 
can influence the Russian people, we need not 
build great armament. Men, not H-bombs, make 
war. And if we can control the men who have 
to fight Russia’s wars, the chances are slim of 
their starting war. 


No Ea sy J o b 


This job of influencing the Russian people 
obviously is not easy. For the 14 men in the 
politburo have gone to unusual lengths to in ­ 
sulate the other 18 0,000,000 residents of Russia. 
These fourteen don’t wan t any loyalty defection 
from the Kremlin. They don’t want to worry 
about public opinion as Mr. Truman or Prime 
Minister Attlee have to worry. They wan t no 
interference with their power to make war 
overnight. That is why our job is not easy. 


But n either is war easy. And if peace ii 
worth winning, it is worth working for. F ur­ 
thermore, when the American people set out 
to accomplish something they usually succeed. 
We have the greatest advertising genius in the 
world. We have the greatest organizers, the 
greatest technical men. Yet we have not har­ 
nessed their brains and their genius to do the 
obvious—win over the Russian people. 
Once we do that, our worry about 
war 
vanishes. 


We should not forget, however, this is 
a long, 
back-breakin g 
job, 
requiring 
great 
sacrifice, 
great unity, great patience. I think we can a c­ 
complish it—and in less than the 100 years 
fixed by Frederick Osborn. 


In a future column I will attempt to give 
some of the more encouraging factors by which 
I think we can outmaneuver the Russians in the 
battle to win the peace. 


Wo men Need Mo re Tha n Fla t 
Gua ra ntee o f Equa l Rights

From the women’s angle few things ought 
to sound as attractive as a guarantee to them 
of equal rights set forth in the federal Consti­ 
tution. 


Yet more than 30 national women’s groups 
don’t wan t that kind of a guarantee without a 
big proviso attached. And labor leaders are on 
the same side of the fence. 


They all wish to be sure that no equal rights 
clause shall in any way endanger the rights, 
benefits and exemptions now enjoyed by women 
un der existing state and federal laws. 


W hat this means is that while they believe 
the principle of equal rights should be pro­ 
claimed, it should be recognized that women 
actually are in need of extra privileges and 
safeguards. The feeling is that a women’s physi­ 
cal n ature and characteristics are enough to 
justify special status. 


On the books today are a wide variety of laws 
governing wages, hours and conditions of work 
for women. These include protections for those 
needing matern ity care. In addition, women en ­ 
joy alimony rights, dower rights and similar 
legal advantages partly in recognition of their 
problems as mothers. 


Labor and many women’s groups know many 
of these statutes were won only after bitter 
struggle. They hesitate, therefore, to endorse 
an unqualified equal rights clause that might 
furnish a legal basis for the ultimate destruction 
of these safeguards. 


The Senate has now approved, 63 to 19, 
a 
constitutional 
amen dmen t guaranteeing equal 
rights to women but stating that the guarantee 
shall not be construed to impair any present 
rights women have. 


The equal rights’ proponents, sensing victory 
after 27 years of fruitless trying, wan t the House 
to kill the extra proviso and leave just a flat 
guarantee. Offhand their chances don’t look too 
bright, for the weight of labor and the same 30 
wojnen’s groups will fall upon House lawmakers 
when they begin debating the proposal. 


It seems safest to spell out assurances to 
women that they will not lose their hard-won 
protection both at work and in the larger social 
setting. Maybe this would make the term “equal 
rights” sound a trifle empty, but we think some­ 
thing would be gained by its mere assertion in 
the Constitution. 
Many 
good 
principles 
are 
modified in practice. That doesn’t lessen their 
value as principles. 


La bo r’s Gro wing Up 


It’s too early to appraise the issues in the 
Chrysler strike, but not too soon to make one 
observation. Labor’s behavior in this walkout 
strongly suggests that it is really beginning to 
come of age. 


Except 
for 
periodic 
mass 
demonstrations 
which promise to be well-disciplined, there is 
no mass picketing in this strike. Plant entrances 
are to be guarded by small relays of men going 
their rounds quietly and peaceably. 


W hatever various courts may say about mass 
picketing, it is apparen t to us all that the pres­ 
ence of large groups of men around plant gates 
in times of bitter controversy is always explo­ 
sive and dangerous. The assembly of pickets 
may have thoroughly peaceful intentions. But 
a few ill-considered words can transform it 
into an angry, rioting mob. 


If the United Automobile Workers operate on 
the present basis throughout this walkout they 
will have shown to every American a genuine 
advance by labor toward responsibility and 
maturity.

ANXIETY AS ASSET AND LIABILITY 


We saw yesterday that the Christian is one who cares about 
the past, the present, and the future—he is not a lotus-eater. 
The fact is that he cares more than anyone else, for he is in 
the process of being sensitized on a world scale. 
This is his 
greatest asset. 
It gives him drive, direction, and determin a­ 
tion. 
It makes him a progressive person. 
And other things be­ 
ing equal, the Christian should be the most progressive person 
on earth. 
He is awakened in every fiber of his being, and he 
is a man of the open road. 
But if this awareness is his greatest asset, it may also be­ 
come his greatest liability. 
The fact that he is sensitive and 
aware to himself and to all men may make him worry. 
If so. 
then his light has turned to darkness. 
For worry and anxietv 
and fear can block the whole process of progress and paralyze 
and disrupt the personality. 
Up to a certain point, fear on 
the part of a surgeon may make him more skillful and careful 
lest he cut in wrong places, but fear pushed bevond a certain 
point could paralyze him. 
There is a healthy fear that gives 
us skill and drive. 
There is an unhealthy fear that takes away 
both skill and drive—it inhibits us. 
“The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom, but. “I was afraid, and went and hid 
thy talent.” 
Both are profoundly true—there is a fear that is 
wisdom, and a fear that makes one 
b u r y his life talents. 
Fear, like any other drive, has to be brought under control 
and used for constructive purposes. 
Out of control, it turns 
into worry and anxiety and becomes destructive to itself and 
others. 
“Fret not— it only leads to evil.” (Psalm 37:8 , Moffatt.) 
Or, as another version puts it, “it tendeth only to evil-doing” 
—its whole tendency is destructive rather than constructive. 
Jesus says this new life is often “choked with worries.” (Luke 
8 :14, Moffatt.) The probabilities are that fear, worry, and anxiety 
are the greatest single trinity of evils a man can take into his 
life. 
He must root them out at all costs.

Well, there’s the comment of a 
woman who says she has been a 
secretary for 30 years. 
But in 


defense of the wives she claims 
are too often good-natured slaves 
I want to quote a little more from 
her letter. 
“ I have been a secretary for 
over 30 years. 
During that time 
I have met and worked for many 
different men. 
I think I have 
learned how to get along with 
practically every type, which, of 
course, is necessary to keep an 
office functioning properly. 
It is 
my business to keep the boss in 
good spirits even though he some­ 
times starts the day in a ‘black 
mood.* 
I receive a comparatively 
good salary for doing so.” 
It seems to me that paragraph 
gives the wife a perfect come­ 
back. 
If it is imperative that a 
secretary learn how to get along 
with her boss, how to keep him in 
good spirits and get him out of an 
occasional “black mood,” certainly 
it is just as important for the 
wife to do that much catering to 
him at home. 
After all, the wife wants her 
home to run smoothly as much 
as the secretary wants the office 
to function properly. 
And if the 
secretary receives a good salary 
for keeping the boss happy at 
work a wife rates a full partn er­ 
ship for keeping him happy at 
home.

strange as it might sound because 
a w art is an extraordin ary condi­ 
tion which is known to yield to 
many different kinds of treatment, 
although those mentioned are not 
generally recommended by medi­ 
cal men. 
The response of warts 
to treatmen t is all the more aston­ 
ishing because they are caused by 
viruses which are small living 
bodies too tiny to see under the 
ordinary microscope. Why a con­ 
dition caused by viruses should 
respond to strange treatments of 
the kinds mentioned is something 
of a mystery. 


more likely to have warts than 
grownups, but they may come at 
any age. Medical science does not 
know 
just 
why 
warts 
come, 
though they can be spread from 
one part of the body to another. 
There is no basis for the old su­ 
perstition that handling toads will 
produce warts. 
There are few*, if any, diseases 
known to medicine where so many 
different methods yield good re­ 
sults. The majority of warts yield 
to mild treatment, though occa­ 
sion ally, especially for warts on 
the feet, simple medical treatment 
is not always successful. Painting 
with certain dyes, several kinds of 
ointments, freezing with carbon 
dioxide snow, and burning with 
diathermy needles have all been 
used with success. 
One of the favorite treatments 
consists in the use of injections 
containing a heavy metal called 
bismuth. 
Warts also disappear in 
most cases after X-ray treatment. 
Po wer o f Suggestio n 
The most astonishing treatment 
of all, however, is the method of 
The most common type is the suggestion.

so-called “seed w art” which oc-jhave an effect on a virus disease 
curs o n the hands. 
Children arejii a mystery. 
This do es no t in­ 


volve the use of anything locally 
or by injection. 
Nevertheless, it: 
has long been known that warts 
which have been present for m an y, 
years can disappear suddenly and 
completely. 
This has been confirmed by sci-j 
entific observers. 
Just how to go 
about this kind of treatment is not 
settled and some doctors are skep- j 
tical about it, but so many good 
doctors have observed it that it 
must be true. 
Warts usually ^are not serious | 
but 
there 
are 
m a n y 
unsolved 
problems about them still. 
They 
are surrounded by more supersti­ 
tions than almost any other medi­ 
cal condition.

ed States must follow two closely 
related lines of foreign policy. 


The first, he said, is "to meet 


wherever possible all thrusts of 
the Soviet Union"—as has been 
done in Greece and Turkey. 


The second policy line, he said, 


"must be to create those economic, 
political, social and psychological 
conditions that 
strengthen 
and 


create 
confidence in the demo- 


cratic way of life." 
Cited Programs 
In this connection, he cited the 


European Recovery Program and 
American aid in bringing inde- 
pendence to Indonesia. Then he 
added: 


•'One of the things that we must 


do is to enable other countries to 
buy with their own products the 
raw materials that they need to 
feed and clothe and employ their 
own people. This means that we 
must buy their goods and their 
services to a greater extent than 
at present." 


Some of Acheson's aides have 


estimated that American imports 
should be increased 
by about 


$3,000,000,000 a year if westernN 
Europe is to get along when the 
Marshall plan ends. 


Matter of Judgment 
"It'is a matter of judgment as 


to what the level of our 
trade 


with the rest of the world should 
be," Acheson said. "But probably 
it should be somewhere not very 
far from present levels. 


"We must take that kind of ac- 


tion even though it requires ad- 
justments here at home—and it 
will require some 
adjustments. 


Make no mistake about it, if we 
want to have strong allies in 
Europe we have got to work out 
some kind of pattern of this kind. 


"That will mean European goods 


will compete with American goods 
and some American industries are 
likely lo suffer. If this should 
prove to be the case, then means 
must be 'found to take care of any 
resulting adjustments."

A mother of thirteen children was being in- 


terviewed by a social worker gathering data on 
the misery o£ large i'amilies. The last question 


• she asked was: "Which of your children do you 
love most?" 


Without any hesitation, the mother replied: 
"The one who is sick until he gets well, the 


one who is away until he gets home." 


These sincere and beautiful words might very 


well be used to describe how God pursues with a 
special yearning those of His children who are 
sick with sin or have rejected Him and gone the 
way of disbelief. 


When a man sins he becomes spiritually sick. 


He creates a barrier between himself and God. 
But God's love is so patient and enduring that He 
never ceases to hover over the afflicted soul and 
to offer every chance of reconciliation and spirit- 
ual regeneration'. Scripture -itself says there is 
more rejoicing in heaven over one sinner who re- 
pents than over ninety-nine just who need not 
penance. 


•No one knows the mysterious ways in which 


God works to redeem the sinner. It is certain, 
however, that He makes particular use of other 
men and women whose hearts, like His own, are 
touched by the desolation and torment which is 
the lot of the sinner. 


Every true follower of Christ must be His 


co-worker in the cause of redeeming and saving 
souls. He is obliged to show an especial love to- 
ward those who' are in the grip of sin. He must 
demonstrate this love by kindness, sympathy and 
interest. While he can never condone the sin, he 
must be ever ready to help the sinner: to counsel 
him; to plead and argue, if necessary, so that the 
errant may at last perceive his own sickness and 
turn for help to the Divine Physician. 


The good example of the faithful Christian 


may in the beginning evoke only the gibes and 
scorn of the very one he wants to help. But he 
need never be discouraged; love is the most power- 
ful force in the world and it always prevails in the 
end. There will assuredly come the moment when 
the sinner over whom he has prayed and sought 
to redeem will be touched to repentance and be 
ready gratefully to prostrate himself before the 
Great Healer.

Bruce Barton, well known ad- 


vertising man and son of the late 
Dr. William E. Barton, an em- 
inent 
Congregational 
minister, 


wrote a few years ago a book 
concerning Jesus, under the title, 
"The Man Nobody Knows," which 
had a very wide circulation. 


It was a unique and challenging 


book, and Mr. Barton's likening 
Jesus to a big business executive 
did not meet with much approval 
among reviewers. But, though the 
conception was extreme, it made 
an important emphasis upon an 
aspect of the Christian movement, 
beginning with Jesus Himself that 
has generally been overlooked. 


We think of Jesus as a gentle 


teacher, going about with His dis- 
ciples, meeting with individuals 
talking to small groups as in the 
Sermon on the Mount, or pressed 
by the multitudes, whom at times 
He sought to avoid. That concep- 
tion has full warrant in the Gos- 
pel narratives, but these also re- 
veal how Jesus was a careful or- 
ganizer, sending forth His discip- 
les, two by two, choosing other 
seventy besides the Twelve, in- 
structing them as to what they 
should say and do, listening to 
their reports when they returned, 
and in general carrying on a work 
of organization far beyond any- 
thing of which we have common- 
ly conceived. 


Moreover, He planned for the 


carrying on of the organization 
after His death and resurrection, 
as He gave the disciples the com- 
mission to go into all the world 
and preach the gospel.' 


Organization is not of much 


value without life: in fact it may 
be baneful if it continues when 


life lias departed Irom it. 
But 


life 
without organization 
lacks 


continuance and permanency. The 
Christian church was built upon 
organization, as wll as upon lifffc 
As Paul expressed it, in Ephesians 
4:11, 
Jesus gave "some, apostles, 


and some, prophets; 
and 
some 


evangelists; for the perfecting of 
the saints, lor the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ." 


Acts 6:1-5 tells of an imporatnt 


early act of organization, which 
has set a pattern for continuing 
churches, in the appointment of 
seven deacons. 
Their 
office at 


first had to do with the minister- 
ing of relief; for the early Chris- 
tians showed their appropriation 
of the Master's teaching in their 
care for the needy. The office of 
deacons in most churches is now 
spiritual, but they have charge of 
the communion fund, which is 
usually designated for relief. 


A striking parallel with the. or- 


ganization 
and 
growth 
of 
the 


early church has been found in 
modern times in the life and work 
of John Wesley, and the found- 
ing of Methodism. John Wesley 
was the most prolific of preach- 
ers. 
He preached anywhere and 


everywhere, Sundays and week- 
days, and upon every occasion. 
But he organized the converts he 
won. 
They were organized into 


classes with leaders, meeting reg- 
ularly, 
for 
testimony, and 
for 


counsel. 


Of course the lay preachers, 


whom 
Wesley 
organized, were 


also a part of his effective organ- 
ization, but the case of Wesley 
and the growth of Methodism em- 
phasize the power of organization 
with life, as against life alone. 
The organized life of the church 
is the power of its ongoing.

When you start making that kind 
of a charge about me, you had 
better reflect on it more than 
once." 


The flareup, witnessed by more 


than 200 spectators, came as Mc- 
Carthy launched into the second 
day of his allegation that scores 
of Communists are or have been 
employes of the state department. 


The public hearings are being 


conducted 
by a Democrat-con- 


trolled subcommittee of the senate 
foreign relations committee. 


Two hours of heated wrangling 


developed frayed tempers among 
the lawmakers but produced no 
further "case histories" to sub- 
stantiate McCarthy's charges. 


At the session's end, McCarthy 


had only completed "case No. 1" 
—his assertion that Miss Dorothy 
Kenyon, 62-year-old former state 
department employe, was "affil-

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Winning The Peace Might 
Take One Hundred Years 


By Drew Pearson 


(ED. NOTE—This is the second of Drew 


Pearson's columns on how the U.S.A. can win 
the peace.) 


WASHINGTON.—Fred Osborn, former U. S. 


representative on the U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, recently predicted that it might take 
100 years of prodigious effort by the American 
people to work out a permanent peace. 


In view of the fact that the world fought for 


a solid century during the hundred years' war 
and in the 17th ctntury went through the spasm 
of the thirty years' war, Osborn's estimate may 
not be too pessimistic. 


But, being a perennial optimist, I have scaled 


the time down to 25-50 years. I agree with 
Osborn, however, that it will require the same 
kind of hard work our forefathers put in when 
they built this country to win the peace against 
a country which is determined the free world 
must disappear. 


As stated yesterday, my own ideas on winning 


the peace are only "gropings," and I make no 
claim of originality or copyright. They are put 
forward a-fter talking with a great many people, 
Including Sumner Welles and Sen. Brien Mc- 
Mahon, who has done more solid thinking about 
the Russian problem than anyone along Penn- 
sylvania avenue. 


At any rate here is my program: 


GOP Coalition 
1. Bring about greater unity among the Amer- 


ican, people. We cannot fight a prolonged war 
of nerves entailing great sacrifices, unless we 
have just as much national unity as during the 
recent war. Greater unity can be achieved by: 


a. Bringing outstanding Republicans into 


positions of leadership inside the admin- 
istration. 


b. Keeping the American people better in- 


formed. Instead of abrupt handouts from 
the White House or hasty statements 
made at presidential press conferences, 
Mr. Truman should go on the air every 
month with a frank and personal report 
to the American people. 


2. Goad, maneuver and manipulate Moscow 


into calling an international conference — on 
atomic energy or anything else—even if we 
know in advance it will fail. We shouldn't get 
up any false hopes, because Russia isn't going 
to let any conferences 
succeed—unless she 


writes the ticket. And we should attend any 
conference, no matter who calls it, because we 
cannot leave unturned any stone that might 
bring peace. 
The World Forgets 


But it would be extremely healthy if we 


could force Russia into calling a conference. 
We should remind the world that we have called 
conference after conference. Time after time 
we have gone to Moscow, while Russia has 
taken almost no initiative for peace. But the 
world has forgotten this. We need to remind 
people of this fact—over and over again. We 
have been called warmongers so often that the 
world is beinning to believe it. And we have 
been either lazy or bumbling or both in show- 
ing that just the opposite is true. 


3. Hold the next session of the United Nations 


assembly in Moscow. This is Sen.. Brien.Mc- 
Mahon's idea, and an excellent one. Most of the 
Russian people have a distorted notion that the 
U.N. is not a free and democratic assemblage, 
that Soviet .delegates get no breaks, that the 
cards are stacked in favor of imperialism. 


If the United Nations went to Moscow, espe- 


cially for a debate on controlling atomic energy, 
the Russian people would get some conception 
of the U.N.'s truly democratic forum, where 
any nation can speak its peace. 


4. If Moscow will not call an international 


conference, then we have the excuse of holding 
a whole series of conferences under the North 
Atlantic pact. As Senator McMahon once again 
has pointed out, the North Atlantic pact pro- 
vides not merely for military assistance, but an 
Atlantic -council to handle political problems. 


We have neglected this. We have concentrated 


on the military phases of the pact, ignoring the 
Atlantic council which could mobilize the free 
world in order to create, as McMahon says, "a 
climate for peace." 
Moscow's Achilles' Heel 
5. But most important of all we must reach 


Moscow's Achilles' heel. This heel is friendship 
with the Russian people. 


Most of us forget that the real reason for the 


iron curtain is to protect the weakest point in 
the Russian armor—her people. For what the 
Kremlin fears most is. contact of the Russian 
people with the outside world. 


This is why the first American troops to 


reach t'.5a Kiver Elbe after V-E day were not 
permitted to mingle with soldiers from the Red 
army. There was no fraternization. This is also 
why there were so many Red army desertions 
in Vienna, and why Russian troops returning 
to their villages are transferred away from their 
families—if they talk too glowingly about the 
outside world. 


All this indicates that friendship with the 


Russian people is the real way to win the peace. 
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But despite this it is also the point we have 
most neglected. 


What we need to remember is that, if we 


can influence the Russian people, we need not 
build great armament. Men, not H-bombs, make 
war. And if we can control the men who have 
to fight Russia's wars, the chances are slim of 
their starting war. 


No Easy Job 


This job of influencing the Russian people 


obviously is not easy. For the 14 men in the 
Politburo have gone to unusual lengths to in- 
sulate the other 180,000,000 residents of Russia. 
These fourteen don't want any loyalty defection 
from the Kremlin. They don't want to worry 
about public opinion as Mr. Truman or Prime 
Minister Attlee have to worry. They want no 
interference with their power to make war 
overnight. That is why our job is not easy. 


But neither is war easy. And if peace is 


worth winning, it is worth working for. Fur- 
thermore, when the American people set out 
to accomplish something they usually succeed. 
We have the greatest advertising genius in the 
world. We have the greatest organizers, the 
greatest technical men. Yet we have not har- 
nessed their brains and their genius to do the 
obvious—win over the Russian people. 


Once we do that, our worry about war 


vanishes. 


We should not forget, however, this is a long, 


back-breaking job, requiring • great 
sacrifice, 


great unity, great patience. I think we can ac- 
complish it—and in less than the 100 years 
fixed by Frederick Osborn. 


In a future column I will attempt to give 


some of the more encouraging factors by which 
I think we can outmancuver the Russians in the 
battle to win the peace. 


Women Need More Than Flat 
Guarantee of Equal Rights

From the women's angle few things ought 


to sound as attractive as a guarantee to them 
of equal rights set forth in the federal Consti- 
tution. 


Yet more than 30 national women's groups 


don't want that kind of a guarantee without a 
big proviso attached. And labor leaders are on 
the same side of the fence. 


They all wish to be sure that no equal rights 


clause shall^ in any way endanger the rights, 
benefits and exemptions now enjoyed by women 
under existing state and federal laws. 


What this means is that while they believe 


the principle of equal rights should be pro- 
claimed, it should be recognized that women 
actually are in need of extra privileges and 
safeguards. The feeling is that a women's physi- 
cal nature and characteristics are enough to 
justify special status." 


On the books today are a wide variety of laws 


governing wages, hours and conditions of work 
for women. These include protections for those 
needing maternity care. In addition, women en- 
joy alimony rights, dower rights and similar 
legal advantages partly in recognition of their 
problems as mothers. 


Labor and many women's groups know many 


of these statutes were won only after bitter 
struggle. They hesitate, therefore, to endorse 
an unqualified equal rights clause that might 
furnish a legal basis for the ultimate destruction 
of these safeguards. 


The Senate has now approved, 63 to 19, a 


constitutional amendment guaranteeing equal 
rights to women but stating that the guarantee 
shall not be construed to impair any present 
rights women have. 


The equal rights' proponents, sensing victory 


after 27 years of fruitless trying, want the House 
to kill the extra proviso and leave just a flat 
guarantee. Offhand their chances don't look too 
bright, for the weight of labor and the same 30 
women's groups will fall upon House lawmakers 
when they begin debating the proposal. 


It seems safest to spell out assurances to 


women that they will not lose their hard-won 
protection both at work and in the larger social 
setting. Maybe this would make the term "equal 
rights" sound a trifle empty, but we think some- 
thing would be gained by its mere ,assertion in 
the Constitution. Many good principles are 
modified in practice. That doesn't lessen their 
value as principles. 


Labor's Growing Up 


It's too early to appraise the issues in the 


Chrysler strike, but not too soon to make one 
observation. Labor's behavior in this walkout 
strongly suggests that it is really beginning to 
come of age. 


Except 
for 
periodic 
mass 
demonstrations 


which promise to be well-disciplined, there is 
no mass picketing in this strike. Plant entrances 
are to be guarded by small relays of men going 
their rounds quietly and peaceably. 


Whatever various courts may say about mass 


picketing, it is apparent to us all that the pres- 
ence of large groups of men around plant gates 
in times of bitter controversy is always explo- 
sive and dangerous. The assembly of pickets 
may have thoroughly peaceful intentions. But 
a few ill-considered words can transform it 
into an angry, rioting mob. 


If the United Automobile Workers operate on 


the present basis throughout this walkout they 
will have shown to every American a genuine 
advance by labor toward responsibility and 
maturity.

We saw yesterday that the Christian is one who cares about

efnt- and the future-he ,s not a lotus-eater! 
The fact is that he cares more than anyone else, for he is m 
the process of being sensitized on a world scale 
This is his 


greatest asset. It gives him drive, direction, and determina- 
tion. It makes him a progressive person. And other things be- 
ing equal, the Christian should be the most progressive person 
on earth. He is awakened in every fiber of his being, and he 
Is a man of the open road. 


But if this awareness is his greatest asset, it may also be- 


come his greatest liability. The fact that he is sensitive and 
aware to himself and to all men may make him worry 
If so 


then his light has turned to darkness. For worry and anxiety 
and fear can block the whole process of progress and paralyze 
and disrupt the personality. 
Up to a certain point, fear on 


the part of a surgeon may make him more skillful and careful 
lest he cut in wrong places, but fear pushed beyond a certain 
point could paralyze him. There is a healthy fear that gives 
us skill and drive. There is an unhealthy fear that takes away 
both skill and drive—it inhibits us. "The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom, but, "I was afraid, and went and hid 
tny. talent. 
Both are profoundly true—there is a fear that is 


wisdom, and a fear that makes one bury his lite talents. 


Fear, like any other drive, has to be brought under control 


and used for constructive purposes. Out of control, it turns 
into worry and anxiety and becomes destructive to itself and 
others. "Fret not— it only leads to evil." (Psalm 37:8, Moffatt.) 
Or, as another version puts it, "it tendeth only to evil-doing" 
—its whole tendency is destructive rather than constructive. 
Jesus says this new life is often "choked with worries." (Luke 
8:14, Moffatt.) The probabilities are that fear, worry, and anxiety 
are the greatest single trinity of evils a man can take into his 
life. He must root them out at all costs. 


O God, I fear the fear that nets rootage In my life. I am 


anxious about the anxiety that Infects me. I am worried about 
the worry. Give me deliverance from them. Help me to com- 
plete freedom from any cramping inhibition and fear. Amen.

friends drop in for so-called busi 
ness talks. 


"After a man has been pam- 


pered all day by the business 
force why should a wife be ex- 
pected to continue the treatment, 
when perhaps her day has been 
more, trying than his? 


"Too often, it seems to me, mar- 


ried women, especially mothers, 
are good-natured slaves, soothing 
the tempers of the various mem- 
bers of the family and foregoing 
their own desires for the little 
luxuries that mean so much, so 
that some other member of the 
family can have 'a few more 
pleasures. That sort of thing can 
be carried too far—so that the 
husband and the rest of the fam- 
ily in time forget she is a human 
being

Well, there's the comment of a 


woman who says she has been a 
secretary for 30 years.

The Doctor Says— 
Responds to Weird 'Cures' 
Warts—Weird Ai Inieiit—

According to the newspapers, a 


radio announcer recently asked 
help for a listener who" wanted 
to get rid of warts. The results 
were astonishing. Letters came 
from all over with many different 
suggestions. The 
most popular 


was the use of castor oil, but 
milkweed, various kinds of acids, 
and 
several 
other 
suggestions 


poured in. 


This 
experience 
is 
not 
as 


strange as it might sound because 
a wart is an extraordinary condi- 
tion which is known to yield to 
many different kinds of treatment, 
although those mentioned are not 
generally recommended by medi- 
cal men. The response of warts 
to treatment is all the more aston- 
ishing because they are caused by 
viruses which are small living 
bodies too tiny to see under the 
ordinary microscope. Why a con- 
dition caused by viruses should 
respond to strange treatments of 
the kinds mentioned is something 
of a mystery. 


The most common type is the 


so-called "seed wart" which oc- 
curs on the hands. Children are 


more likely to have warts than 
grownups, but they may come at 
any age. Medical science does not 
know 
just 
why 
warts 
como. 


though they can be spread from 
one part of the body to another. 
There is no basis for the old su- 
perstition that handling toads will 
produce warts. 


There are few, if any, diseases 


known to medicine where so many 
different methods yield good re- 
sults. The majority of warts yield 
to mild treatment, though occa- 
sionally, especially for warts on 
the feet, simple medical treatment 
is not always successful. Painting 
with certain dyes, several kinds of 
ointments, freezing with carbon 
dioxide snow, and burning with 
diathermy needles have all been 
used with success. 


One of the favorite treatments 


consists in the use of injections 
containing a heavy metal called 
bismuth. Warts also disappear in 
most cases after X-ray treatment. 
Power of Suggestion 
The most astonishing treatment 


of all, however, is the method of 
suggestion. 
How the mind car. 


have an effect on a virus disease 
is a mystery. This does not in- 


volve the use of anything locally 
or by injection. 
Nevertheless, it 


has long been known that warts 
which have been present for many 
years can disappear suddenly and 
completely. 


This has been confirmed by sci- 


entific observers. Just how to go 
about this kind of treatment is not 
settled and some doctors are skep- 
tical about it, but so many good 
doctors have observed it that it 
must be true. 


Warts usually ^.are not serious 


but there are 
many unsolved 


problems about them still. They 
are surrounded by more supersti- 
tions than almost any other medi- 
cal condition.

BEST SCOUT OF THEM ALL was Daniel Carter Beard, author, 
artist, outdoorsman and founder of the movement which became the 
Boy Scouts of America. In dress and spirit, the perfect picture of 
the old woodsman, "Uncle Dan" Beard brought the pioneer tradi- 
tions of Daniel Boone into the Twentieth Century and into the lives 
of millions of American boys.

lived in the neighborhood of the 
power plant had tossed a roll of 
baling wire onto the lines and 
caused a'short in the 12-thousancl 
volt lines. 


Black said no damage could be
